Thursday night, despite the to- 
tal absence of any advance 
publicity. 


The visitor to the Chinese le- 


gation gets only good news. 
Turn left through the door of 
the ground floor reception room 
and the first picture, in color, 
is of Chairman 
Mao. Next, 


somewhat smaller, is a double 
portrait: "Chairman Mao and 
his close comrade in arms Lin 
Piao." 


Liu, 
once rated 
No. 2 in 


China's Communist hierarchy, 
does not rate a picture. Nor, 
more surprisingly, does Pre-

Nigeria 
Rebuilding 
After War

LAGOS, Nigeria (AP) - This 


most populous nation in black 
Africa, plagued by chronic ills 
yet hopeful of the future, cele- 
brates 11 years of independence 
today. 


While serious problems re- 


main, even critics agree that 
Maj. 
Gen. Yakubu "Jack" Go- 


won has brought Nigeria a long 
way since the Biafran civil war 
ended 20 months ago. 


He has cultivated national un- 


ity in the face of lingering hos- 
tility between the Ibos of what 
was once secessionist Biafra 
and the residents of the rest of 
Nigeria. 


"It's absolutely fantastic how 


the hatchet has been buried," 
said one diplomat. "You have 
to give Gen. Gowon full marks. 
The psychological spirit of re- 
conciliation has gone very well 
indeed." 


So has reconstruction and re- 


habilitation 
in 
war-ravaged 


Eastern Nigeria, where schools, 
hospitals and hotels are going 
up. Foreign relief agencies that 
arrived during the fighting are 
pulling out, declaring they are 
no longer needed. 


Gowon has also sought to 


make this nation of 60 million a 
leading spokesman 
for black 


Africa. 


But critics of the 36-year-old 


head of state wonder whether 
he can postpone much longer 
forceful action against severe 
problems that remain.

robbery. 


"I hung up the phone, turned 


around there he stood — he just 
had robbery written all over 
him," Brazil said. "He had 
what appeared to be a .38-cali- 
ber silver - plated Smith and 
Wesson pointed at me and told 
me to fill up a bag with mon- 
ey." 


Brazil said he was forced to 


accompany the robber after the 
bag was filled with money. 


"He took the keys to my car 


and we started out highway 270 
toward Lake Hamilton," Brazil 
said. "We were going 80 miles 
an hour around those curves 
and he never said a word. He 
was driving with one hand and 
had the gun in the other. I told 
him once that I wish he would 
take that thing off of me be- 
cause the way he was driving it 
could go off." 


Brazil said when they got to 


the lake, the robber told him 
to drive back to town.

Detergents 
Under Fire 
By Scientists 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov- 


ernment scientists say the fam- 
ily wash can spread disease vi- 
ruses most easily if cold water, 
recommended 
by 
manufac- 


turers of some detergents, is 
used to cleanse bed clothing 
and wearing apparel. 


But if hot water is used, the 


chance of passing on disease 
virus is reduced stabstantially, 
the scientists said in a report 
issued Wednesday by the Agri- 
culture Department. 


The tests were conducted by 


the Agricultural Research Serv- 
ice at the Southern Research 
Institute, Birmingham, Ala. Re- 
searchers said they had known 
for some time that viruses can 
exist for "significant periods" 
in textiles. 


Through further tests, the re- 


port said, it was determined vi- 
ruses survive more readily in 
home laundering when cold wa- 
ter is used. 


The report said the cold-hot 


tests were conducted using two 
common types of detergents.

TEXARKANA, Ark. (AP) - 


He may have approached a red 
light on his road to a political 
career in Arkansas, but Texar- 
kana lawyer Hayes McClerkin 
feels all bridges on the path are 
still intact. 


McClerkin also said in a re- 


cent interview that he plans to 
seek political office again in the 
coming years. 


McClerkin 
who 
served 
10 


years as a representative from 
Miller County and served as 
Speaker of the House in 1969, 
approached the red light in his 
career when he was defeated in 
his bid for the 1970 Democratic 
nomination for governor. 


"I really do not know what 


my political future is at this 
time and I may not have a 
future, but I do want to con- 
tinue in public service in Tex- 
arkana, if it is only as an in- 
tersted citizen," he said. 


McClerkin said he had been 


approached by political friends 
and had been asked to either 
seek the congressional seat now 
held by Rep. David Pryor, D- 
Ark., or the state senate seat 
now held by Sen. Bob Douglas 
of Texarkana. 


"At this time I would say I 


would stay on the sidelines, but 
I will take an active part in 
other candidates' campaigns, if 
I feel they will be beneficial to 
the state," he said. 


He said he was interested in 


state politics, but said he did 
not see how he could better 
himself by again seeking a 
House seat. 


"I would only be returning to 


the rat race I left," he said.

son who runs for office just for 
the sake of running." 


McClerkin, who will be 40 


soon, praised Gov. Dale Bump- 
ers and said, "He has done an 
admirable job and I am amazed 
at some of the things he has 
accomplished."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


wife of an American prisoner of 
war says White House adviser 
Henry Kissinger told her and 
others that President Nixon's 
trip to Communist China could 
speed up a negotiated end to 
the Vietnam war.

ment, attributed to him by Bar- 
bara Mullen, of Oakland, Calif, 
wife of a Marine pilot missing 
in action in Laos.

recently on Aug. 26 in San Cle- 
mente, Calif.—with relatives of 
Americans who are prisoners of 
war or missing in action. 


"He said the North Vietnam- 


ese are not too happy about" 
Nixon's projected trip to main- 
land China, Mrs. Mullen said in 
an interview. "So they will feel 
they should begin to negotiate 
more seriously with us now." 


Mrs. Mullen said Kissinger re- 


ferred to a thaw in U.S.-Soviet 
relations as another pressure 
on Hanoi to negotiate. 


"I didn't say it. It isn't true. 


And it is not our policy," Kissi- 
nger said when asked about the 
reports.

Nixon's projected trip to main- 
land China, Mrs. Mullen said in 
an interview. "So they will feel 
they should begin to negotiate 
more seriously with us now." 


Mrs. Mullen said Kissinger re- 


ferred to a thaw in U.S.-Soviet 
relations as another pressure 
on Hanoi to negotiate.
